OPPONENTS OF N. Y. GOVERNOR SEEK 
TO STOP STAMPEDE OF DELEGATES 


CONVENTION HALL, Philadelphia, (P)—Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey surged to within 33 votes of capfuring the Republican 
presidential nomination today on the GOP convention's sec- 
ond ballot as the delegates voted to adjourn until 4:30 p. m. 
Pacific Daylight time. 

The call of the states gave him 515 delegate votes with 
548 needed to win. Senator Robert A. Taft. trailing in second. 
place, had 274 and Harold E. Stassen had 149. The remainder
